Liquor Permit 
Case!s First 
In Court Here 


The first case ever to be 
tried in a federal court in the 
western district of Oklahoma 
on the state’s liquor permit 
law, will be heard by Edgar 8S. — 
Vaught, United States judge, 
Wednesday morning. 

The case involves Tolan D. Mit- 
chell, 41-year-old Oklahoma City 
man charged with hauling 25 cases 
of liquor into the state by auto- 
mobile. 

Laynie Harrod, Mitchell’s attor- 
ney, appeared before Judge Vaught 
Tuesday night, and suggested he 
might enter a guilty plea for his 
client, if he could know in advance 
what disposition the judge would 
make of the case. 

Judge Vaught told Harrod he 
would not commit himself until he 
had heard all the evidence, and 
Charles E. Dierker, federal district 
attorney, spiked the guilty plea by 
saying he would ask for the maxi- 
mum penalty to be imposed. 

‘Mitchell is one of the cleverest| 
liquor dealers in Oklahoma,’ Dier-' 
ker told the court,’ and I think the 
court should hear all the evidence 
in this case.” a 

Harrod pointed out Mitchell has 
been given a sentence of four 
months and $500 fine in Fort 
Smith, Ark., the sentence to run 
concurently with any sentence Mit- 
chell might get in federal court in 
Muskogee, where he has .a liquor 
trial coming up. 

The liquor permit law went into 
effect more than a year ago, but 
no case has been tried in the court 
here. The act makes it a federal 
offense to import liquor:into a dry 
state without a state permit.
